The New Silver Bill. 
In its last National Platform the 
Republican party declared this 


doctrine: 


The Republican party is in favor of 
the use of both gold and silver as 
money, and condemns the policy of 
the Democratic Administration in its 
efforts to demonetize silver. 


In conformity with this pledge, 
the Republican Congress has 
passed, againet the unanimous op- 
position of Democratic members, 
a silver bill, than which there has 
been no more useful and inspiring 
act since the resuinption of specie 
payments. It provides, in brief 
that the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall purchase 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver per month, at the market 
price, and isspe in payment there- 
for legal tender Treasury notes, 
redeemable in coin. This affords 
an annual increase in money of 
over $60,000,000.. The Democratic 
Bland Act, under which the value 
of silver fell to the lowest figure it 
has ever reacl.ed, and the value of 
farm products to figures shiock- 
ingly disastrous, afforded an an- 
nual increase of $24,000,000, [ut 
this money was of doubtful repu- 
tation.
